Japan loses a faithful servant 
of her Empire in the resignation 
jof General Sadao Araki who has 
been Minister of War since the 
fall of the Wakatsuki Cabinet in 
December, 1931. General Araki’s 
serious illness has evidently 
/made it impogsible for him to 
retain office. He is not an old 
/man, Perhaps relief from his 
official | responsibilities will 
enable him to regain his health 
so that, in due course, he may 
once more give the nation his 
guidance. When he was sud- 
denly chosen as a_ divisional 
commander to succeed General 
‘Minami he was little known to 








the Japanese pu! He was 
merely one of several Lieutenant 
Generals. He enjoyed the con- 
fidence of the Army, many 
officers having passed through 
his hands when he was President 
of the Military College. He 
was, however, a whole-hearted 
adherent to a forward poli 
Manchuria and in that capa 
he secured the enthusiastic 
‘support of the country. Whether 

ie policy were right or wrong 
isa matter of opinion. That 
does not alter the fact that 
General Araki proved a most 
capable exponent of it. Con- 
trary to some impressions, he 
‘was no fire-eater. 
discipline was strong 
him. He had a profound 
trust of radical views and his 
sojourn in Russia in early man. 
hood seemed to have pointed his 
determined antagonism to the 
communist doctrines. His grea.

‘which, at one time, seemed to 
‘commend themselves to the 
Junior officers of the Army. It 
Js freely held that he put his 
foot down foreibly last year in 
limitation of the General Staff's 
plans in Northern China. And 
that Japan has reason to value 
his judgment is shown by the 
fact that, whereas, right up to 
the summer of 1918, the Japanese 
General Staff were looking to a 
German victory in the Great: 
War, General Araki who had 
paid a personal visit to the 
Western Front, was unshakable 
in bis faith in the Allies of 
‘Japan. Personally all who have 
come into contact with General 
Araki have been improssed by 
his broad vision and his sanity. 
Warlord he may have been but 
there was nothing of _ the 
swashbuckler in him. Poli 
tics he scorned and he 
retained the samurai's faith 
in the sword. Coming from a 
proud but poor family, he first 
was intended for a commercial 
jcareer. He entered the Army as 
Ia patriotic duty and, as a Tokyo- 
born man, with no special pro- 
lspects of distinction at a time 
Iwhen promotion seemed to be 
‘barred to all but those of the 
Choshu clan. It is a fine carecr 
therefore which has now been 
lchecked by ill-health.

‘The list of prices decided upon 

by the Shanghai Provision Mer- 





chants Association, and publish- 
1d recently in the advertisement 
columns of this paper, as being 
effective until the end of this 
month, has created a great deal 
of speculation as to how much 
‘the cost of living has decreased 
in Shanghai, Comparisons with 
prices of former years, as was 
produced in the “North-China 
‘Daily News” on January 12, 
1982, ig difficult nowadays, for 
a reason which is perfectly 
comprehensible, and at the same 
‘time, one which may serve | to 
delude purchasers as to the 
‘exact relation between prices of, 
say, six years ago and to-day. 
‘The lists which were compiled 
for that article, were drawn from 
the price lists of a prominent 
compradore’s shop and contained 
proprietary brands of certain 
goods which are not quoted in 
‘the official list now issued by 
the Provision Merchants As- 
sociation. ‘Thus soaps used for 
‘the purpose of comparison in 
1982 do not appear in the list 
under mention, and it is con- 
sequently impossible to ai 
certain ‘what improvement in 
price there has been in those 
particular lines. ‘That is to 
quote one example, and the 
housewife should recognise the 
fact that where a particular 
commodity: she desires does 
not appear in the official list, she 
‘apparently has to pay whatever 
‘the provision merchant cares to 
charge for it, or accept the 
particular brand with respect to 
which the Association has fixed a 
price for its members to demand, 
fhe list just published does not 
appear to have made much 
‘erimination as between the pro- 
Sucts of different countries, but 
Awhen 0 well-known a household 
commodity as Colman's Mustard 
4s not quoted, but a French and 
an American’ brand are, it is

Iiding on the merchant. ‘with 
ard to the first brand men- 
tioned and the purchaser can, 
therefore, receive no protection 
from the catalogue published. 
On the whole, however, there

Commissioner Henry W.

soul. The risk of passing 
social obliquity to fashionable 
acclaim is real. Fortunatel 
robust rejection of _ social 


fripperies and modish whims has 
marked the Army's reaction to 

‘the new phase of public opinion. 

‘Nevertheless it will be generally 

‘agreed that if the Army had 

done nothing else than investi- 

gate the possibilities of reform- 

ing the criminal it would have 

still held a high place in the 

esteem of the world. 

Shanghai has special reason to 
value the Salvation Army, In 
the last two years the stress of , 
economic depression has fallen 
heavily on a large section of the 
foreign community. Unemploy- 
ment has been a subject of 
earnest discussion, to_an extent 
hitherto unknown in Shanghai's 
history. Practical assistance in 
tackling this problem has been 
forthcoming from the Salvation « 
Army. Under its auspices the 
Unemployment Centre which 
Major Darby has so effectively 
run was opened and is daily 
making a useful contribution te 
‘the solution of a problem which 
has yet to be properly assessed 
here, In this connection it would 
perhaps not be amiss to.suggest ' 
‘that Commissioner Mapp, out of ; 
his own wide experience, might | 
definitely reinforce the aguments 
which have consistently urged 
scientific inquiry into and report 
‘on the exact significance of the 
present growing unemployment 
among foreigners in Shanghai, 
He will have noted that Shang- 
hai does not lack charitable 
societies. Organisations 80 
classified have done and are 
doing splendid work, But, as 
feorrespondence in this journal , 
has shown, nothing yet has been 
done to arrive at an appreciation 
of the remedies required for @ 
situation which shows no sigt 
of diminishing in serverity, ‘The 
Salvation Army has the distine- 
tion of leading the way here in 
bringing relief. Tt could pro- 
bably assist in directing the kind 
of inquiry which is so evidently 
needed. No-one who is in touch 
with the various charitable or- 
ganisations here ean fail to have 
heard the words “the case has 
‘been passed on to the Salvation 
Army: they have so much the 
‘knack of dealing with that sort 
of problem.” The truth is that 
the Army has a way of brushing 
aside superficial asperities— 
moral, physical or social—and 
‘getting down to bedrock human- 



























ity. Its officers can gaze on 
ignoble distress and noble 
Jpoverty with untroubled eyes, 


‘They make no discrimination 
Jbut merely adjust their techni- 
que to obtain results equally 
effective. They are not all.
